WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—A reso- 
Jution calling for full information on 
the shipping output was adopted by 
the Senate yesterday afternoon, the 
design being to get all the facts con- 
cerning the wooden craft.

The resolution of inquiry was ap- 
proved by the Committee on Com- 
merce and reported by Senator Hard- 
ing. It reads: 

“That the United States Shipping 
Board and the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration be requested to furnish to 
the Senate Committee on Commerce 
a report of all existing contracts for 
ship construction, the cost of such 
construction, in both private and 
Government ship.yards, the provi- 
sions for the cancellation of contracts 
made for emergency war needs, to- 
gether with a report of ships deliv- 
ered and the disposition thereof; and 
ships in process of construction and 
also a report of contracts and deliv- 
eries of materials for fabricated 
ships.”’ 

The committee itself adopted this 
resolution: 

“That the United States Shipping 
Board be and is hereby requested to

“1. The number of ships built by 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
the yard where they stand and the 
kind and cost of each ship.

In the 1917 Legislature a similar 
bill was introduced and was made 
an administration measure by Gov. 
Capper. It was altered somewhat 
through political manipulation in the 
Legislature, and when finally passed 
was not as good a bill as Gov.

stride forward and the Governor 
took it to do what he could with it. 
“I knew the success of the plan 
would depend almost entirely upon 
the men placed In charge of it,” Gov.

The new law provided that the 
members of the board should be 
chosen without reference to party 
politics, and the Governor, figuring 
that a nonpartisan board was vir- 
tually impossible, selected a bi-par- 
tisan board as the next best thing. 

Personnel of Board. 

Former Gov. E. W. Hoch had been 
an active supporter of the plan 
adopted, and he was chosen as one 
member. Hoch for many years had 
been a successful publisher of a 
newspaper. Another member chosen 
was Wilbur A. Mason, president of 
Baker University in Baldwin, Kan., 
a successful educator. Both are Re- 
publicans. The third member is C. 
W. Green,-a banker and wholesale 
grocer, who had served three terms 
as Mayor of Kansas City, Kan. 
Green is a Democrat. 

The first big job the Board of Ad- 
ministration had was the selection 
of a State business manager. While 
the law placed his selection in the 
hands of the board, the usual sys- 
tem of the Governor selecting impor- 
tant employes of boards appointed 
by him seems to have prevailed. At 
least the Governor accepts the cred- 
it for the selection of James A. Kim- 
ball of Salina, Kan., a candy man-j 
ufacturer, who for several years was 
a wholesale grocer. Kimball didn’t 
want the job. He never had been 
in politics, the salary was only $5000 
a year, and, anyway, he didn’t care 
about it. But the Governor insisted 
and at length Kimball agreed to 
take it. 

Then the State Board of Adminis- 
tration and the State Business Man- 
ager started out to manage the Kan- 
sas State institutions. Underthe law | 
the Business Manager, under direc- 
tion of the board, had full authority 
to manage and control all of the in- 
stitutions and to purchase all sup- | 
plies.

Devise Co-operation Plan. 

The plan, as outlined by former 
Gov. Hoch, Mason and Kimball, was 
designed as a co-operating and inter- 
locking system under which all in- 
stitutions would be so conducted un- 
der joint management that they 
would be operated not only for their 
individual benefit, but for the benefit 
of each other. 


A superintendent was chosen for 
each institution and placed in full. 
\ charge of it. He was told the board 
would look to him for results in the 
management, and that he would not 
be disturbed if he produced results. 
Being relieved of the buying and de- 
tails of the business management, 
the superintendents had time to look 
after the technical work of manage- 
ment. 


There was opposition at the begin- 
ning from heads of the State Uni- 
versity and State Normal Schools. 
This opposition seems to have been 
largely due to sentiment and a feel- 
ing on the part of educators that they 
did not want to be classed with the : 
penitentiary and the insane asylum. 

That feeling continues to exist to 
| some extent, though there has lately 
.appeared a feeling that the educa- 
tional heads, not having many busi-| 
ness details to take their time, are. 
convinced that the educational work 
is receiving more attention, and that 
the actual results of the teaching are 
improving. 

The idea of the Board of Adminis- 
tration has been to select competent 
heads of institutions, permit them to 
select the employes of those institu- 
tions, and hold the head responsible 
for results. Members of the boards 
say the results have justified the the- 
ory on which they proceeded and 
that there have been very few in- 
stances in which they have felt called 
upon to interfere with the manage- 


ment. 
As Seen by Manager. 
‘Kimball, the Business Manager, 
gave the following account of the 
‘first year of his administration: 


“The first year the institutions of 
Kansas spent $4,775,000 and had an 
unexpended balance of $488,000. Our 
appropriations were the same as for 
1916, though market levels were 
much lower in 1916, and in 1917 
nearly everything we purchased wags 
at a higher price than was paid the 
year before. Yet we conducted the 
affairs of the institution, and did 
not neglect any of their activities, at

We had sugar for all institutions, 
but I did not know how long the 
sugar shortage would last and I 
knew that if we were sure of hav- 
ing sugar at all we would be com- 
pelled to be saving at al! institutions, 
Big Saving in Sugar. 

“IT directed the heads of all insti- 
tutions to study the needs of the in- 
mates and to take the Sugar bow!s 
off the tables. I directed that 
enough sugar should be allowed each 
person to properly sweeten the cof- 
fee, cereal or whatever it was, but 
i that there must be no sugar left in

Accident Liability 


We regret that there is not a proper employers’ 
liability law in the State of Missouri—there 
should be one. In the meantime, we do not carry 
liability insurance, preferring to be as careful as 
possible ourselves; and to assume the full respon- 
sibility of any accidents. We handle this on a 
liberal basis, pay promptly when we are respon- 
sible and fight against any attempts at blackmail. 


Relief and War Service Fund 


We havea Relief Fund, handled by the employes, 
and one-third of the revenue is subscribed by 
the Firm.

We 
draw no sex lines through our pay roll; -we pay 
women the same as men for the same services equally 
well performed. . 


Opportunity for Salesmen 


Our business offers unsurpassed opportunities for high 
grade, active salesmen, and we are always looking for 
more of this class of employes. It is our purpose to ac- 
cumulate the very best selling force that can be obtained. 
To this end, we have decided that any man selling goods 
for us in a jobbing territory, who has been in our employ 
two years, and who cannot earn $200.00 per month and 
his expenses, does not measure up to the standard which 
we desire to maintain, and his position will become auto- 


matically vacant. 


Discipline 

In every department, factory, office and salesforce, we 
desire every employe to be under the most rigid and 
definite discipline. The success of a business enterprise 
depends upon the co-operation and co-ordination of the 
working force. Lax discipline results in losses which 
ultimately are reflected in the earnings of the employes. 
No easy jobs or snaps are offered to anybody. We offer 
fair treatment to all, and we require like treatment from 
everyone. 


Housing 


We regret that we are not prepared at the present time 
to offer any practical suggestions for housing the right 
kind of workers. In time, this too may be accomplished. 
We should be very glad to join representative manufac- 
turers in a concerted movement to better these condi- 
tions, and we invite correspondente on this subject.

Le The Future of Labor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial of the 19th inst. refer- 
ring to Senator Reed's speech in the Sen- 
ate is a well deserved rebuke to our Sen- 
ator for his lack of knowledge of the ten- 
deiicies of the times and the natural laws 
of evolution in the industrial life of the 
human race. Mr. Reed does not seein 
to understand that revolutions are the 
results of unbearable economic condi- 
tions, suffered by the masses who toil 
from morning till night at low wages, 
and poor living conditions. Legislators, 
whe represent the interests of big capital 
and at times are, for obvious reasons, 
under obligation to it, well paid em- 
ploves a@nd.people who are possessed of 
rea do not usually make revolutions. 
Econémic misery and general exploita- 
tion drove all the masses in Europe to 
favor the form of revolutions now in 
process. 

The hungry stomach is the driving 
force, and if Senator Reed's assumptions 
should be adopted as a guide in dealing 
with the labor question, we cannot escape 
the fate of the European masses. It is 
bound to come, and it is only a question 
of time. But then, if big and little cap- 
ital feels the way Senator Reed speaks, 
let them go to it; the sooner the nation 
get» through with the agony of it the 
better dt will be for: the human race, 
even though Senator Reed and big cap- 
ital will be shouting ‘‘Bolsheviki.”

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THE DAY OF RECKONING. 


Do we realize that the justly celebrated day of reck- 
oning, which we all have been so sure was coming, but 
about which we have indulged ourselves in much con- 
jecture, is at last here? 

The watch on the Rhine is dispersed and the enemies 
of Germany are watering their horses in that stream. 
The French are in Budapest. An allied fleet lies in 
the Dardanelles. The day of reckoning seems very 
much like other bleak fall days in the misty North 
Sea, but it beheld an amazing sight, one almost unex- 
ampled in history. The Germany which had previously 
lost the greater part of its merchant fleet is seen send- 
ing its great war galleys under the white flag into the 
ports of its adversaries, even the elusive, sneaking formi- 
dable craft which had helped to make this war distinctive 
among all other wars and on which it had placed peculiar 
reliance. 

There have been great maritime nations in the past, 
but what one ever had such an experience? Spain 
had wide-flung fleets and suffered crushing naval dis- 
asters, but it escaped any such final balancing of ac- 
counts as this. The ships of Venice once covered all 
seas, but its decline in maritime strength was due as 
much to change in trade routes as to the victories of 
enemies. 

If the day of reckoning has not brought all the thrill- 
ing incidents and all the harsh penalties we looked for, 
it has humiliations that will bite long and deep. The

ments. 

Peter Troelstra, one of the Socialist 
leaders of Europe, is pointedly outspok- 
en.

It is supported there by one 
of the noblest of historical bases. 

For more than two centuries the flame 
of democracy was kept alive in the Neth- 
erlands—a gleaming challenge in an era 
of despotism. The Dutch republic fought 
in turn the sinister absolutism of Philip 
of Spain, the dissolute aristocracy, of 
Charles II of Britain and the granilo- 
quent tyranny of Louis XIV of France. 
It assisted in freeing England from the 
Stuarts. It was the first of all nations 
to salute the American flag, a standard 
deriving its hues directly from the free- 
dom-loving Dutch. 

When republicanism had appeared 
traduced by the Napoleonic infatuation, 
a kingdom was for the first time organ- 
ized in the gallant lowlands, following 
the Congress of Vienna in 1815: Memo- 
ries of the old glorious past were pre- 
served in the elevation of the line of 
the Orange Stadtholders to the throne. 
Kingship, however, thrived chiefly on 
se.itiment. 


Discredited German Professors.

ERMANY that so boldly waged war 

on the helpless and unprepared, 
winds up by asking the world to feed her 
starving population. And the Christian 
world has declared that it will feed its 
enemies and will rescue them from the 
fate of a malignant folly.

Heinrich Finke and Prof. Wilhelm Ost- 
wald, expert in chemistry at Leipzig Uni- 
versity; he who denounced militarism one 
month before the war, taking it all back 
a month later—what does he think?

And Dr. Ul- 
rich von Williamowitz—Moellendorff, the 
great philologist of Berlin—has he any 
more proclamations? Perhaps’ these

The general 
spread of the light of science has already 
laid open to every view the palpable 
truth, that the » hed of mankind has not 
been born with saddles on their backs, 
nor a favored few booted and spurred, 
ready to ride them legitimately, by the 
God.”

ET us hope that good sportsmen

yesterday to England. Yesterday 
was the greatest day in the history 
of England.

Making Petain a Marshal Was 
France’s Duty, Says Simonds 
in Tribute to Hero of Verdun 


Newest Winner of Baton Was Brains of One of 
Greatest Events in French History, He 
Declares—Other French Heroes.

By promoting Petain to the rank 
already held by Foch and Joffre, the 


merely per- 
formed a duty. Not to have done it 
would have been to awaken surprise 
and even criticism in the whole 
world. The defender of Verdun un- 
questionably earned the right to the 
distinction already bestowed upon 
the victors of the First and Second 
Marne. Foch, Joffre and Petain are 
clearly the pre-eminent French sol-| 
diers of this war and no other nation 
can claim for any three of its Gen- 
erals equal glory. 

Before Verdun, Petain had earned 
his reputation. His offensive in 
Champagne in 1915 was the first 
considerable victory of the allies aft- 


'er the initiative had passed to them. 


It had only local results and was in 
no sense decisive, but it yielded more 
than 25,000 prisoners, more than 
100 guns and brought the first real 
sense of victory to Paris and to Lon- 
don. Before Champagne, Petain had 
been remarked as a rising officer 


,and a scholar, a teacher like Foch 
_who had been able in practice to em- 


ploy his principles successfully. 
Verdun the Great Test. 

But Verdun was the great test. 
When the new Marshal reached the 
Meuse citadel, Germans had taken 
Douamont, advanced nearly seven 
miles and were almost at the last 
line of defense. To organize his de- 
fense Petain had first to counterat- 
tack with the elements that were 
just beginning to arrive, while he 
created confidence, sorely shaken. A 
situation as critical as that which 
confronted Foch when he took com- 
mand last Spring, confronted Petain 
in the last days of February, 1916. 

All this Petain did: Within a few 
days his new army could accept his 
watchword. “They shall not pass,” 
and make it their own. From Feb. 
26 onward the German advance was 
slow and in the aggregate inconsid- 
erable. Petain’s strategy was to hold 
the Germans, selling to them such 
parcels of ground as he could spare 
at tremendous cost to them, until the 
next Somme offensive could be pre- 
pared, until the great new British 
army could get ready for its first of- 
fensive of real magnitude. 

Neville’s Great Failure. 

All this was done and thereafter 
Verdun became the graveyard of 
German hopes to the hour when the 
danger in Picardy compelled the 
Kaiser to abandon the gamble in 
Lorraine. The second bid for a de- 
cision in the west was wrecked on the 
hills which later witnessed the first 
success of our own young army. And 
when the danger was passed Petain 
organized two offensives, which in a 
few hours deprived the Germans of 
all they had spent months to acquire 
ata cost of hundreds of thousands of 
casualties. Nothing in French his- 
tory is finer than the story of Verdun 
and Petain was the soul as well as 
the brain of that epic. 

After Verdun the politicians chose 
a Lieutenant of Petain’s to replace 
Joffre, grown old and weary. It was 
an unhappy choice and Nivelle’'s 
great failure at the Aisne in April 
and May of 1917 for the moment 
shook the morale of the French army 
and the ‘French nation. Once more 
France turned to Petain, and this 
time he repeated his Verdun achieve- 
ment on a vast scale. He reorgan- 
ized the entire French army. He re- 
stored confidence, discipline, he

’ The full fruits of his labors were 
revealed in the fashion in which the 
French army was rushed to the res- 
cue of the situation in Picardy last 
spring, after the defeat of the British 
Fifth army, and while the Germans 
threatened to separate the French 
from the British. A finer feat than 
that of. Fayolle’é forces can hardly 
be recalled in all this war. From that 
moment onward Petain suffered by 
the rapid expansion of the reputa- 
tion of Foch. That the allied com- 
mander in chief was the greater 
soldier will probably be the judg- 
ment of history; that he owes much 
to the loyal and competent aid of 
Petain is unmistakable. That they 
worked in complete harmony at all 
times is a tribute to the patriotism 
of each. 

It may be that Foch, Joffre and 
Petain will be the only Marshals of 


France created by this war. If there ¥ 


are additions one may hope to see 
included the name of Castelnau, 
who saved Nancy and made the 


Marne victory possible in 1914; who 


dared to risk a stand at Verdun, after 
the first German successes, and ge- 
lected Petain to go to the imperilled 
front and defend the Meuse fortress, 
Other French Heroes. 


And if Castelnau receives his ba- | 


ton, an equal claim may be urged 
for Franchet D’Esperey, whose army 
defeated that of Bulow at the First 
Marne and shared in the later long 
campaigns in France. Subsequently 
it was discovered D’Esperey, who 
won the recent victory of the Verna 
Vardar in the Orient, smashed Bul- 
garia and Mitteleuropa at a single 
blow. There remains Mangin—the 
Ney of the present struggle—who at 
Verdun and in all the recent battles 
revealed the spirit of his great Na- 
poleonic predecessor, ‘“‘The bravest of 
the brave.”

To measure a level teaspoonful or 
tablespoonful, make smooth with a 
knife, but do not pat down. 


To broil steak, see that the fire is 
bright and clear, put the steak on 
the gridiron, turn often and allow 
time according to the thickness of 
the steak; dust with salt and pepper 
and serve very hot. 


To preserve fresh apples use dry 
sand which has been heated and 
cooled again. Cover bottom of stone 
jar with sand, put in one layer of 
apples, having the fruit about one- 
half inch apart, cover with sand, put 
in another layer of apples, and so on 
till the jar is full. The jar must be 
closed air tight and kept in a cool 
place. The sand will keep the apples 
dry and preserve the flavor. 


To make a jelly bag fold two op- 
posite corners of a piece of wool-and- 
cotton flannel about’ three-fourths 
yard square. Sew up in form of 4 
cornucopia, rounding at the top. Fell 
the seam to make more secure. Bind 
the top with tape and finish with two 
heavy loops by which it may be 
hung.
